MINUTES OF MEETINGS 


OF THE 


Board of Commissioners 


NOVEMBER, 1918 


NEWARK, N. J., 
November 7, 1918. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of Newark, М. J., 
was held on the above date in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall, Newark, 
at 11 o'clock a. m. 


Present — Commissioners Arechi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, 
Mayor Gillen. 


. The minutes of the meeting of Oc- 
tober 31, 1918, were read and ap- 
proved. 


John H. O'Connor, Charles P. 
Stewart, Frank Long, representing 
the Northwestern Improvement As- 
sociation; Clinton N. Healy, owner of 
property diagonally opposite Fourth 
Avenue, about 175 feet east of 12th 
Street; C. C. Lurich and George E. 
Mutchler appeared before the Board 
to protest against the ordinance 
passed October 3, 1918, granting 
permission to the Crocker-Wheeler 
Company to construct, operate and 
maintain a single railroad track sid- 
ing at North 12th Street between 
Springdale Avenue and Fourth Ave- 
nue. The Board was asked to recon- 
sider the matter and rescind the ordi- 
nance passed October 3d. 


In answer to a question from Com- 
missioner Raymond as to what seems 
to be the great complaint, Mr. O'Con- 
nor stated that the Board of Commis- 
sioners had done them a great wrong 
and a great injustice to allow any- 
body to maintain a railroad track on 


а highway like 12th Street in the 
City of Newark. 


Mayor Gillen stated that he had 
carefully investigated the neighbor- 
hood and he thought that the rail- 
road track will probably be used 
more for switching purposes than for 


any other purpose, and in view 
of the protests of the property 
owners not to permit the соп- 


struction of a track on North 12th 
Street-he stood ready to rescind the 
ordinance and to vote in favor of any 
action that will prevent the building 
of a spur across the street. 


‘Commissioner Archibald stated 
that he voted for the ordinance on 


the recommendation of Commis- 
sioner Raymond and he will be 
guided largely by what Commis- 


sioner Raymond may say in regard 
to the matter. 


Commissioner Raymond suggested 
that the Crocker-Wheeler Company 
be heard in the matter before taking 
any definite action to regcind the 
ordinance; that he did not think it 
was fair to change the Board’s action 
until they had been given a hearing. 


Mr. O’Connor presented the ‘fol- 
lowing petition which was read by 
the Clerk: : 


Newark, N. J., November 2, 1918. 
To the 


HONORABLE, THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS of the CITY 
OF NEWARK. 


SIRS: 
Your Honorable Body having on, 


or about October 3rd, 1918, passed 
and adopted an ordinance known as 
No. 2162, entitled “Ап Ordinance 
granting permission to  Crocker- 
Wheeler Company to construct, oper- 
ate and maintain or cause to be con- 
Structed, operated and maintained, a 
single railroad track siding at North 
Twelfth Street between Springdale 
Avenue and Fourth Avenue, the cen- 
tre line of which said track shall be 


approximately 167.5 feet northerly . 


from Fourth Avenue," 


And we, the undersigned property 
owners and residents living in the 
neighborhood or locality known as 
Roseville, which is and always has 
been exclusively a high-class resi- 
dential section, not having had ac- 
tual notice of the proposed ordinance 
before its passage and not having 
appeared in opposition or presented 
Objections thereto, and the construc- 
tion of the proposed railroad not hav- 
ing been commenced, and we having 
reason to believe that the construc- 
tion and maintenance of said rail- 
road and the use and dedication of 
the street to such à purpose will be 
injurious, not only to us and to our 
property and property rights, but 
also to the City of Newark at large 
and an invasion of the rights of the 
public in general in the use of the 
said street and, in particular, an in- 
vasion and encroachment of our use 
and enjoyment of the said public 
street, and that said railroad is likely 
to retard and prevent the normal de- 
velopment of certain parts of the City 
which are reached by said North 
Twelfth Street; and that the said 
proposed railroad is especially likely 
to be injurious to the trunk line 
Sewer which runs underneath the 
said North Twelfth Street; also hav- 
ing reason to believe that said pro- 
posed railroad will be а dangerous 
nuisance, and that its construction, 
and the use and occupation of the 
Street for such purpose is unneces- 
вагу; and there being no factory on 
the property to be reached by the 
proposed railroad; 


And the Board of Public Utihty 
Commissioners of the State of New 
Jersey having given its permission 
for the construction of said pro- 
posed railroad, and having advised 
us that they will not reconsider their 
Said order or decree unless and until 
your Honorable Body has reconsid- 
ered the above ordinance; and we 
having been advised by Counsel that 
the Courts of Equity of this State 
will not grant relief by injunction or 
Otherwise against the said order or 
decree of the said Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners, and being 
without any other remedy or source 
of relief; 


NOW, THEREFORE, we, the un- 
dersigned property owners and resi- 
dents of the City of Newark, N. J., 
pray your Honorable Body that said 
ordinance be repealed. 


(Signed by about one hundred 
and fifty property owners.) 


Commissioner Raymond moved that 
the Crocker-Wheeler Company be 
notified that they may be heard next 
Thursday morning, at 11 o'clock, 
November 14, 1918, and in the mean- 
time they had better not undertake 
any work toward laying the tracks. 

The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas — Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


Mr. Charles F. Herr presented the 
following petition which was read by 
the Clerk: 


TO THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK: 


The Petition of Auguste Rehmann, 
of the City of Newark, County of 
Essex and State of New Jersey, re- 
Speetfully shows: ` 


(1) That she is the owner, in fee 
gimple, of all that certain tract or 
parcel of land, hereinafter particu- 
larly described, situate, lying and 


being in the City of Newark, County 
of Essex and State of New Jersey. 

Being a part of the tract known as 
the Clinton Hill property. 


BEGINNING at a point in the 
northerly line of Avon Avenue dis- 
tant twenty-five feet west of the 
westerly line of Broome Street; 
thence northerly at right angles to 
Avon Avenue seventy feet; thence 
still northerly forty-nine feet and 
seventy-five hundredths of a foot; 
thence westerly twenty-four feet and 
seventy-three hundredths of a foot; 
thence southerly fifty-two feet and 
four hundredths of a foot; thence 
still southerly seventy feet to the 
northerly line of Avon Avenue; 
thence easterly along the same 
twenty-five feet to the place of BE- 
GINNING. Being lot No. 120 on a 
Map of Property known as the Clin- 
ton Hill property, on file in the Office 
of the City Surveyor of the City of 
Newark. 


(2) That the title to said land and 
premises is derived directly from 
the Mayor and Common Council of 
the City of Newark, and that the 
same was conveyed to Margaret J. 
Bartosh, wife of Charles A. Bartosh, 
by Deed dated February 10th, 1886, 
and recorded in Book S. 23 of Deeds 
for Essex County, on page 53. 


(3) That the said Margaret J. 
Bartosh and husband, did convey by 
Warranty Deed, the said above de- 
scribed premises, to Mary C. Van 
Valen, by Deed dated August 29th, 
1887, and recorded in Book U. 23 of 
Deeds for said County, page 24. 


(4) That.said Mary C. Van Valen 
and Morris B. Van Valen, her hus- 
band, did convey, by Warranty Deed, 
the said premises above described, to 
William H. Stengel and Annie L. 
Stengel, his wife, by Deed dated Jan- 
uary 10th, 1899, and recorded in 
Book K. 32 of Deeds for said County, 
on page 275. 


(5) That the said William Н. 
Stengel and Annie L. Stengel, his 


wife, did convey by Warranty Deed, 
the said premises to Anna S. Os- 
borne, by Deed dated February 8th, 
1917, and recorded in Book E. 58 of 
Deeds for said County, on page 354. 


(6) That the said Anna S. Osborne, 
unmarried, did convey by Warranty 
Deed, the said premises to Annie L. 
Stengel, wife of William Н. Stengel, 
by Deed dated February 8th, 1917, 
and recorded in Book E. 58 of Deeds 
for said County, on page 357. 


(Т) That the said Annie L. Sten- 
gel and William Н. Stengel, her hus- 
band, conveyed by Warranty Deed, 
the said premises, to your Petitioner, 
with full covenants, which said Deed 
is dated January 10th, 1918, and is 
recorded in Book Z. 59 of Deeds for 
Said County, on pages 28-29. 


(8) Your Petitioner further shows 
that when the land and premises, 
above described, were originally sold 
by the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Newark, to said Mar- 
garet J. Bartosh, the Deed thereto, 
was made subject to the following 
conditions: 


1—That no stable, barn, carriage 
or out house, shall be built or erected 
thereon, within less than sixty feet 
of the Street or front line of the said 
property. 


2—-That no factory or manufac- 
turing establishment shall be built 
Or erected thereon or any business of 
that kind carried on upon the said 
premises. 


3——That every dwelling to be built 
or to be erected thereon, shall be 
erected so that the front line thereof 
Shall be at least six feet from the 
front or Street line of the said prop- 
erty and such dwelling shall be 
erected at a cost of not less than 
Two Thousand Dollars. On Breach 
of these conditions, or either of them, 
the estate hereby granted shall cease 
and determine and the party of the 
first part, their successors and as- 


signs shall have the right to enter 
thereon and take full possession 
thereof, and to use, hold and occupy 
the said property as of their former 
estate. 


(9) Your Petitioner further shows 
that since the Deed was made by the 
Mayor and Common Council, above 
mentioned, the said land was im- 
proved by a private dwelling house 
of considerable value. 


(10) Your Petitioner further 
shows that she will be greatly ham- 
pered in any sale of said land and 
premises, because the Deed of con- 
veyance, from the City to said Mar- 
garet J. Bartosh, recites that breach 
of any of the conditions contained in 
said Deed, shall work as a forfeit- 
ure of the estate. 


Your Petitioner further prays that 
the said conditions be released, so as 
to discharge the said premises from 
the conditions in said Deed con- 
tained, by which, on breach of said 
eonditions of said Deed, the said 
estate granted therein, shall cease 
and determine, and the Mayor and 
the Common Council of the City of 
Newark, may enter the said premises, 
and use, hold and occupy the same, 
as their former estate. 


And your Petitioner prays that the 
restrictions remain on said premises, 
as covenants, to run with the land 
and to be binding upon your Peti- 
tioner, her heirs and assigns. 

And your Petitioner will ever pray, 
ete.

RESOLVED, That The City of 
Newark execute and deliver to Au- 
guste Rehmann the annexed release 
releasing the lands therein described 
from the conditions imposed thereon, 
as therein set forth; and the Mayor 
and City Clerk of said The City of 
Newark are hereby authorized and 
directed to execute such release on 


behalf of The City of Newark on the 
adoption of this resolution. 
Thomas L. Raymond, 
Charles P. Gillen, 
A. Archibald, 
William J. Brennan, 
John F. Monahan. 


Тһе roll being called, the resolu- 
tion was declared adopted by the fol- 
lowing vote: 


Yeas — Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


Clarence Sackett and Joseph Sieg- 
Jer appeared before the Board and 
protested against the passage of 
“An Ordinance Concerning the Crim- 
inal Courts of the City of Newark" 
and “Ап Ordinance to amend Section 
95 of the Revised Ordinances of the 
City of Newark (Revision of 1913)." 
They questioned the power of the 
Direetor of Public Safety or of the 
Commission to separate the juaicial 
department, to be functioned into 
another department of the city of 
Newark. They stated there are still 
other inherent defects in this act that 
should weigh with the Commission 
before they pass on this proposition, 
and that is the shifting of police 
judges from one district to another. 
They contended that the Police 
Courts are not the Police Depart- 
ment of the City of Newark, neither 
is the Police Department the Depart- 
ment of Justice of the City of Newark 
as far ағ the criminal courts are con- 
cerned, so that this ordinance is а 
mere gerrymander. They stated it 
is necessary to shake up the Police 
Department, but whoever heard it 
was necessary to shift a judge from 
one part of the city to another part 
of the city; that is а power that 
should be vested in the judges them- 
selves. They also stated it is not 
within the power of the Commission 
to distribute the judiciary into the 
civil government. 


In answer to a question from Com- 
missioner Brennan as to what is the 


purpose of the opposition, Mr. Sac- 
kett stated that he appeared before 
the Board as a citizen of the city and 
a lawyer in the interest of the police 
judges. 


Commissioner Brennan: I wish to 
say a word with reference to the 
ordinanee concerning the criminal 
courts, It has been ventilated by the 
men speaking in opposition to the 
ordinance that I did not give the rea- 
sons why the ordinance was intro- 
duced. I therefore feel that it is up 
to me to give you my reasons for 
recommending the passage of the 
ordinance. I want it understood, in 
the first place, that I have no desire 
whatsoever while Director of Public 
Safety to have the police judges as 
“such restricted in any shape, manner 
or form from the performance of 


their judicial functions, but.there are. 


other reasons why this ordinance has 
been introduced that are far more 
vital in my estimation than the rea- 
sons presented by either Mr. Sackett 
or the assemblyman. І have here а 
few paragraphs which clearly give 
my reasons for urging the passage of 
the ordinance, and with your permis- 
sion I will read them. 


I have for your consideration, gen- 
tlemen, what I consider the solution 
of a very serious problem. 


We have before us an ordinance, 
signed by a majority of the members 
of this Commission, which is de- 
signed to place under my jurisdiction 
as Direetor of Publie Safety the Po- 
lice Courts of our city. You are all, 
no dóubt, familiar with the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, and I pro- 
pose to place before you now my rea- 
sons for introducing it. 


When I became Director of Public 
Safety I fully realized the grave re- 
sponsibilities that were placed upon 
me. One of the principal duties im- 
posed upon me was the suppression 
of vice and immorality in our city. 
The magnitude of the job appealed 
to me strongly, and I saw at а glance 
that unless I had absolute co-opera- 


tion that my efforts to perform my 
duty would be futile. It was with 
this thought in mind that I called 
together the three police judges of 
the city for a heart to heart talk, 
during which I appealed to them for 
that co-operation which meant noth- 
ing more than a strict performance 
of duty, and an acministration abso- 
lutely devoid of influences that were 
not compatible with a proper admin- 
istration of justice. There was ab- 
solutely no other thought in my 
mind. For a time that co-operation 
seemed to be available, but condi- 
tions have changed. I desire to 
make no charges against anybody, 
but I can say truthfully that either 
consciously or unconsciously things 
have been done that have created an 
impression abroad, not only in our 
city, but outside the city, that pros- 
titution and other forms of vice have 
been condoned in this City. 


I have a vice squad costing the city 
approximately $37,000 a year. This 
squad is charged with the responsi- 
bility of suppressing all forms of vice 
and gambling. Naturally the mem- 
bers of this squad are placed in a 
position to recognize vice, as well as 
those who might be engaged in un- 
lawful practices. There have been 
repeated cases in which the success 
of this vice squad has been mate- 
rially hampered when it came to the 
need of that co-operation which I 
sought to obtain. It is only of recent 
date that a self-confessed prostitute, 
who proved to be the State's most 
important witness in а very import- 
ant case and who happened to be a 
non-resident of ouf city with no par- 
ticular ties that would keep her with- 
in the jurisdiction of our courts, was 
given her liberty under а nominal 
bail—I say nominal inasmuch as it 
was $500 as compared with $2,000 
which was the amount of security de- 
manded when this same witness was 
rearrested by the vice squad, which 
fully realized .the gravity of the 
offense committed. I cite this as an 
example. I could cite a great many 


others  Wheie Jail sentences would 
have materially aided us, slight fines 
have been imposed, and where fines 
might have served the purpose less 
severity was exercised. 

1 have endeavored in many ways 
to remedy conditions, and I was al- 
ways reluctant to take drastic action. 
It has come to the point, however, 
where the Surgeon General of the 
United States Army has called upon 
me, as he has upon other city ofti- 
cials, to spur the work of cleaning 
up. I feel that І can truthfully say 
that our vice squad has been operat- 
ing to its full capacity; but I can see 
that this work will not be conducted 
with the same spirit and vigor, if 
after allis done by the members of 
that squad, anything occurs to handi- 
cap their efforts. 

I have requested you, gentlemen, 
to act favorably upon this ordinance, 
feeling confident that none of you, 
no more than myself, would want it 
thought that he would let anything 
interfere with the proper admínistra- 
tion of justice. I want to say now 
that if this ordinance is adopted it 
will mean a step forward and will 
remove all possibility of criticism, 
justified or unjustified. I want to be 
frank with you, gentlemen, and will 
say now that if the ordinance is not 
adopted, much as I would hate to do 
it, I feel that I will be obliged to call 
upon the military authorities to send 
military police into our city to cope 
with the situation now confronting 
us. 
I hope that before any member of 
the Commission registers a vote 
against this ordinance that he will 
carefully consider the vital question 
that is involved.

I have here a list of the arrests 
and the disposition of them for so- 
liciting prostitution in our city in the 
various precincts since I have been 
charged with the conduct of the De- 
partment of Public Safety. We have 
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had 1n the First Precinct, which con- 
Sists of the First Criminal Court as 
at present constituted, over fifty- 
seven cases, to be specific, of arrests 
made of professional prostitutes in 
the centre of our city. Some of them 
have been arrested as often as three 
times within a month charged with 
the same offense and let off with a 
$10.00 fine. We have had twenty- 
Seven cases in the Second Criminal 
Court which consists of the 24, 3d, 
5th and 8th Precincts. If there is 
anything that these people fear it is 
a term of imprisonment in the “реп.” 
We have had twenty-four cases in the 
3d Criminal Court which consists of 
the 4th, 6th and тёп precincts. 

If this ordinance is not passed I 
will be compelled to call upon the 
military police to come into the city 
to take charge of the situation.

right of independent judgment and 
discretion, 


Commissioner Brennan: I have 
listened very attentively to the argu- 
ments presented by Judge Johnson 
and the various members of the bar. 
I have presented this ordinance as 
prepared by the Law Department for 
the purpose of evenly distributing 
the criminal courts throughout the 
city. In the first place, and, as 
Judge Johnson said, with the idea in 
mind of having the courts co-operate 
with the Police Department, I am 
going to say openly and fearlessly 
that some influences, in my opinion, 
from those in control of the under- 
world at times have found their way 
inside the corridors of some of the 
courts. I have absolutely no desire 
of having control of any part of the 
judiciary and as I understand the 
ordinance it does not so provide. The 
last paragraph on which quite some 
objection has been raised does not 
mean that the criminal courts shall 
be placed under the Department of 
Public Safety. Iam informed by the 
City Council that the meaning of the 
phraseology does not mean anything 
more than a distribution of the 
courts under the Department of Pub- 


. over to the Police Department.

lie Safety. I am the last one in the 
city of Newark who would desire to 
have the police courts, or any other 
court, а part of the police depart- 
ment, because I feel that the judges 
Should be entirely immune from any 
influences and should stand as а 'bal- 
ance wheel, as it were, between the 
citizens and the police. I have had 
dealings with police judges in the 
past, as far as appearing on behalf 
of-people at times finding themselves 
in the hands of the police, and I have 
nothing but respect for the judges 
who will stand between the citizen 
and the police officer. But I have 
been called upon by the Surgeon- 
General's Department of the United 
States to speed up the work of clean- 
ing the city from forms of vice. We 
had ‘them working in co-operation 
with the heads of the vice squad and 
I have found that on different occa- 
sions when one was arrested for 
soliciting on our public streets she 
was let go on probation; in other 
cases they were allowed to go after 
pleading guilty and a very nominal 
fine imposed. Some of them have 
been brought back inside of ten days 
and have had the same nominal fines 
imposed. I have been considering 
for some time a means of stopping 
this nefarious practice in our city. I 
have known of cases where Men were 
arrested for loitering and had severe 
penalties imposed by the very same 
presiding justice, who was willing to 
take the word of a prostitute as 
against all members of the depart- 
ment. I have no desire to control 
the judiciary even if it were passed 
Un- 
less the Police Department and the 
judiciary co-cperate I claim it will be 
absolutely impossible to keep the city 
free from the forms of vice and other 
practices that have been the downfall 
of a great many citizens. I have re- 
quested the Law Department to draw 
the ordinance distributing the police 
courts, which, as I understand, never 
have been distributed as provided for 
by statute. I have no complaint to 


make whatsoever against any acts of 
the presiding justices, and there is no 
political motive, so far as I am con- 
cerned, in urging the passage of the 
proposed ordinance. І feel, though, 
that if we have to make arrests for 
, the purpose of keeping the city clean 
from all forms of vice we must have 
co-operation on the part of the com- 
mitting magistrates. I have re 
quested the inspector who has charge 
of the vice and immorality squad of 
the city to come here and give to you 
his experience, and if you so desire 
I would request that Inspector Cor- 
bally be asked to give you his version 
of the co-operation tendered him by 
the police judges. If you decide not 
to adopt this ordinance I am going 
to immediately request the military 
authorities to come in and take 
charge of the centre of the city. 


Commissioners Archibald and 
Monahan stated they did not think 
it hardly fair to hear Inspector Cor- 
bally unless Judge Quigley was pres- 
ent to defend himself. 7

Commissioner Archibald expressed 
himself regarding the meadow propo- 
sition, stating: ‘I think the time has 
arrived now when we should do 
something down there, All of us 
have agreed that we should go on 
with the further development of this 
matter.” 


Commissioner Raymond: Let me 
say what this Department has been 
doing. This Department,as you know, 
went to Washington and we saw 
General Goethals, and then called up- 
on Secretary Tumulty and I wrote a 
letter to the President. Mr. Tumulty 
thought the President would inter- 
est himself personally in this matter. 
If you are going to develop the 
meadows you must get the proper 
channel. I believe that the city of 
Newark has to do that itself. I also 
pelieve there is some way by which 
the city will do it and the govern- 
ment will come in with us and pay 
half of the cost. My opinion is that 
we can get legislation this winter to 
cover this matter. I have instructed 
Mr. Sherrerd to occupy himself al- 
most exclusively with the work of 
seeing the shipping interests of the 
city of New York so that they can 
come over here. If we can make 
some arrangements with New York 
shipping companies so they will come 
here, then we will be in a position to 
go about the development of the 
meadow lands. This is a great big 
proposition. I would like to see New- 
ark get it and take care of that 
channel itself. I believe we can 
bring the government in and they 


will take care of half of the cost, 
and have them exempt so far as our 
aid is concerned, and develop some 
enterprise whereby Bayonne and Jer- 
sey City and other communities will 
come in with us. The first thing is 
to see whether we have an imme- 
diate market for it. I expect to come 
back to you in a short time with 
some results. 


Mayor Gillen stated: There is a 
question as to whether the shipping 
business would be better for the city 
at this time, or whether the location 
of manufacturing industries would 
be the best. I have always been of 
the opinion that the matter of manu- 
facturing business would be a great 
benefit for the city. I would go 
ahead now notwithstanding and 
would try to rent that land to manu- 
facturing enterprises. I would not 
wait for any great big things be- 
cause they might never come, and I 
would lease the property we hold to 
any manufacturer who will want to 
use the interior land for manufac- 
turing and storage houses and use 
the water front for piers. Lease the 
interior land as quickly as you pos- 
sibly can and then come in with the 
channel proposition. 


Commissioner Brennan stated: 1 
believe that the development of the 
meadow land should be advanced sub- 
stantially for the best interests of 
the city as quickly as possible, and 
І am firmly of the opinion that the 
City of Newark should, by all means, 
control the water front. It is true 
that the channel must be deepened 
and it is also essential that the іп- 
terior lands be utilized for manu- 
facturing plants and storage houses, 
which would make for a large 
amount of employment to our citi- 
zens and consequently be а real 
benefit to the City of Newark from 
every standpoint. I am also of the 
opinion that the harbor should be 
developed so that it could be a port 


in reality, and would not like to see . 


the City of Newark placed in the 
same position as Jersey City by hav-

amined into the matter, and am of 
the opinion that you cannot repeal 
this ordinance, except for the viola- 
tion of some one or more of the con- 
ditions contained in the ordinance. 


It is a general rule of law that а у. Baldwin, reported in 37 Leg. Int., 


grant by a muncipality of rights, 
franchises or privileges to a company 
which has been accepted by such com- 
pany, constitutes a contract which is 
binding upon the municipality, so 
that it cannot be revoked or re- 
Scinded without cause. 

This general rule has been fol- 
lowed by our State courts in many 
сазев. ` 

In the case of Hudson Telephone 

Company v. Jersey City, 49 N. 
J. L., p. 308, at p. 305, 
the Court used the following lan- 
guage: 

“Т am of the opinion that as а 
general rule а designation of streets 
by a city gives the company an 'irre- 
vocable right to use the streets so 
designated for the purposes indicated 
in the statute, Certainly, after the 
expenditure of money in the erection 
of poles, made in reliance upon the 
municipal designation, the company

“This certiorari brings up an ordi- 
nance of the Borough of Garfield, ap- 
proved September 21, 1901, Тһе ob- 
іесі of this ordinance is to annul a 
franchise to lay the appurtenances 
necessary for operating an electric 
railway granted. to the prosecutor by 
an ordinance of the Township Com- 
mittee of the Township of Saddle 
River, passed March 2, 1898. After 
the acceptance of the earlier ordi- 
nance by the prosecutor, the Borough 
of Garfield was formed out of a part 
of the territory of the Township of 
Saddle River. This circumstance, to- 
gether with the alleged failure of 
the prosecutor fully to perform its 
duty in the premises, was apparently 
deemed by the Borough authorities 
to vest in them jurisdiction to revoke 
the franchise granfed by the older 
municipality. 'This misconception is 
fundamental in character. Тһе rela- 
tion arising from the acceptance of 
the ordinance cf the township by the 
prosecutor cannot be abrogated by 
the legislative fiat of the borough. It 
is needless to consider the other ob- 
jections raised to this ordinance. The 
prosecutor is entitled to have it set 
aside, with costs."

North Twelfth 
Street. He stated there are no trol- 
ley or railroad crossings near this 
residential section, and in order to 
safeguard the lives of the people who 
live in this neighborhood he sug- 
gested that the Board take steps to 
prevent the laying of a railroad sid- 
ing across North 12th Street. 

Mayor Gillen announced that the 
Board is ready to hear any person 
on the application of the General 
Omnibus Company of New Jersey for 
permission to operate busses on the 
Streets of the city of Newark. 

Mr. Andrew Van Blarcom, repre- 
senting the General Omnibus Com- 
pany of New Jersey, stated that the 
company is ready to meet all sugges- 
tions made by the Commissioners as 
to amendments, ete. Не stated that 
the company will welcome an addi- 
tional route to Bloomfield Avenue if 
they are given sufficient time to pub- 
lish the notice in the newspapers, 
which they are required to give be- 
fore the Commission will give con- 
sideration to the application. He 
further stated that under the pro- 
posed franchise or ordinance the com- 
pany must, within thirty days after 
demand by. the Director of Streets 
and Public Improvements, present. a 
petition for the additional route; 
that they won’t wait for thirty days 
to expire but will agree to have this 
ordinance passed on first and second 
reading and in the meantime will pre- 
sent the necessary petition for per- 
mission to operate busses on Bloom- 
field Avenue; that if the petition is 
not filed by the time this ordinance 


comes up for final passage they will 
not ask the Commission to vote for 
the main ordinance. 

Commissioner Raymond: I think 
the other two suggestions have been 
met. Section 2, I think, covers one 
of the objections raised. This now 
reads: “This consent is granted 
upon the following terms and con- 
ditions, and may be revoked by said 
Board of Commissioners after hear- 
ing and notice whenever it shall ap- 
pear that the said General Omnibus 
Company of New Jersey, its succes- 
sors or assigns, has failed to comply 
therewith.” 

And then as to the exclusive right, 
I think there was no question we 
would grant an exclusive right. We 
have added a new section here which 
removes all doubt about this being 
an exclusive grant. This new section

Preliminary inquiry concerning 


Municipal Public Works. 


To the Mayor or Chief Executive of 
the Principal Municipalities of 
the United States: 


The amount of Public Works 
postponed on account of war condi- 
tions is very large. If a consider- 
able portion of these delayed Public 
Works are well under way during 
the transition period from war to 
peace, they will greatly help in 
stabilizing employment and industry. 
The return of war workers into the 
essential industries of peace and the 
demobilization of our military forces 
can both be made more easily if the 
necessary Public Works of the 
Municipalities of the United States 
are in full swing at that time. 


Therefore, the War Labor Policies 
Board suggests that your City im- 
mediately determine how much of its 
delayed Public Works it will now 
undertake, and when the different 
portions of it will be begun. 


As soon as your preliminary plans 
are agreed upon, the nearest office 
of the United States Employment 
Service will be anxious to receive 
approximate information concerning 
the number and kinds of workers 
needed for carrying out your plans. 


The aggregate of such information 
from all the municipalities of the 
United States will be of great value 
to the Government. 


After you have had time to have 
your decisions and plans, further in- 
quiries through the Capital Issues 
Committee and the Department of 


Labor will be directed to you con- 
cerning them.

outages have increased from twen- 
ty to thirty in a night and during 
Jast year they went up to seventy, 
but now without the slightest pro- 
vocation or excuse they have gone 
up to two hundred and forty out- 
ages in а night. Не therefore made 
up his mind that the city must ter- 
minate its contract with the Publie 
Service Lighting Company and ar- 
range in some other way to provide 
lighting.
